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Southeast Convention 
Annual Meeting Held 


The Seventh Annual Sessions of the 
Southeast Convention were held at the 
East Tallassze, Alabama Congregation- 
al Christian Church, April 18-19. 

Approximately 175 delegates and vis- 
itors attended the two-day meeting at 
which the convention voted to accept 
a $25,000 goal for the Christian High- 
Education Fund Campaign of the Con- 
eregetional Christian Churches. 

Rev. Guy L. Colbert of Hartselle, 
Ala., was -vlected moderator, succeed- 
ing Mrs. Arnold Slater, who was the 
first woman to hold the post. 

Rev. W. Raymond Berry of LaGran- 
ge, Ga., was chosen moderator-elect. A 
new position of recording secretary 
was authorized and Mrs. Samuel D. 
Nelson Jr. was elected to it. Mr. W. J. 
Strickland of Decatur, Ga., was con- 
tinued as treasurer. 

In conjunction with the sessions the 
annual meetings of various auxiliary 
organizations were held. Mrs. Jetty Lo- 
gan was re-elected president of the 
Southeast Convention Women’s Fellow- 
ship. Chosen to hzad the Churchmen’s 
Fellowship was Mr. W. Pressley Ing- 
ram of Birmingham, Ala. Rev. David 
Herbert Long, Phenix City, was re- 
elected president of the Church Build- 
er’s Club. 

Dr, Earle H. Ballou, Executive Sec- 
retary of th; Congregational Christian 
Service Committee, was the keynote 
speaker for the occesion. Dr. Ballou 
who is in the process of retiring, has 
headed the work of relief and rehabili- 
tation around the world for the denom- 
ination. 

Also appearing on the program were 
Mr. William E. Peterson, National Di- 
rector of the Laymen’s Fellowship, and 
Rev. Frederick A. Meyer, Regional Di- 
rector of the Christian Higher Educ

3. Whereas, we have witnessed new 
growth and interest in the Women’s 
Fellowship, the Pilgrim Fellowship, the 
United Student Fellowship, and _ the 
general educational program of our 
churches over the past year, BE IT RE- 
SOLVED that we express our apprecia- 
tion to the Rev. Annie R. Campbell, 
whose abundant energy and willingness 
to serve in any and every capacity has 
brought all of us into her debt. 

4, Whereas, we have been deeply 
challenged by our Superintendent to 
face the future work of our Convention 
with courage and Christian under- 
standing, BE IT RESOLVED that we

Church in our area, particularly those 
of our Negro and White church rela- 
tionships, with much prayer and study, 
that we may make certain that our ac- 
tions will be in accordance with the 
spirit of our Lord, Jesus Christ. 

5. Whereas, our keynote speaker, Dr. 
Earle H. Ballou, has laid before us the 
unlimited responsibilities our Lord has 
placed upon us as his disciples in car- 
ing for the needs of our fellow-men 
throughout the world, BE IT RESOLV- 
ED that we will work toward 100% 
church participation in the ONE 
GREAT HOUR OF SHARING and the 
SHARE OUR SURPLUS programs dur- 
ing the coming year. 

6. Whereas, the Rev. Frederick A. 
Meyer has presented to us the need and 
purpose of the Christian Higher Educa- 
tion Fund, and whereas, our own Board 
of Directors has expressed its own con- 
currence by suggesting a goal of $25,- 
000, BE IT RESOLVED that we, the 
delegates to this Convention, will coop- 
erate fully with our Convention’s 
Higher Education Committee and work 
in our local churches toward the ful- 
fillment of this goal. 

7. Whereas, our Chaplain, Rev. C. W. 
Baldwin, has laid before us the strength 
available to us through the cultivation 
of a life of prayer, BE IT RESOLVED 
that we express our appreciation to him 
by our determination to seek for our- 
selves the richness of life available in 
a deeper understanding and practice of 
prayer during the months and _ years 
ahead, in our personal and family life, 
as well as in the life of our churches.

Local Church Objectives 
In Stewardship Education 


The committee on Stewardship and 
Missionary Education would recom- 
mend the following objectives in Stew- 
ardship and Missionary Education, and 
Promotion of Our Christian Word 
Mission: 

1. Every local church be encouraged 
to have a budget, one for local expens- 
es and one for Our Christian Word 
Mission. 

2. Every local church be encouraged 
to write into its budget one dollar ($1.00 
per member per year for Southern Un- 
ion College). 

3. Every local church bz encouraged 
to have a Christian Enlistment. 

4. Every local church be encouraged 
to use duplex envelopes. giving an en- 
velope set to each adult, youth and 
child in the congregation, so that giv- 
ing will be regular and systematic ev- 
en when an individual cannot attend 
church, and that giving be considered 
an individual act of worship. 

5, That the quota recommended by 
the Convention to the local churches 
be considered a MINIMUM and not a 
maximum for giving to Our Christian 
World Mission. 

6. Local churches that have b<en 
successful in meeting their quotas, es- 
pecially churches of greater potential, 
should be encouraged to make signifi- 
cant increases in their giving for 
OCWM each year, striving to reach the 
Challenge Goal of 50% for OCWM for 
every. dollar that is spent on local ex- 
penses, at the earliest possible oppor- 
tunity. 

7, Every local church have a repre- 
sentative and functioning Board on 
Stewardship and Missionary Education, 
using the Guide for the Local Com- 
mittee, the Church Activities Calendar, 
the Program, Builder and Mission To- 
day. 

8. Mission study materials, both 
Friendship Press and denominational, 
in use in the Women’s Fellowship, Lay- 
men’s Fellowship, Pilgrim Fellowship 
in each local church. 

9. A Family Night at least once each 
year with a mission theme in each lo- 
cal church. 

10. Every church with a World Map 
on display in its church rooms. 

11. Each local church with a com- 
mittee or representative promoting 
subscriptions for SOUTHEAST NEWS

It is presented only after careful 
deliberation by the members of the 
Commission. Each of us will do well to 
study it. 

The statement, if approved, will not 
be a creedal test for church member- 
ship. Rather, it will be a statement for 
guidance and discussion. It should 
prove most helpful in the life of local 
churches if it is used in worship and 
study.

Rev. S. Macon Cowles Jr., Salt Lake 
City, will assume a newly-created post 
in the Missions Council of the Congre- 
gational Christian Churches, effective 
April 15 the Rev. David H. Sandstrom, 
associate minister of the Council, an- 
nounced today. 

The Missions Council works with lo- 
cal churches to interpret and secure 
support for the denomination’s hom¢ 
and foreign missions work. 

Mr. Cowles will be responsible for 
initiating and developing Missions 
Council services for the churches. He 
will also supervise the united fund ap- 
peal to the churches, whereby the work 
of the denomination’s board is support- 
ed. 

Mr. Cowles, 42, has been pastor of 
the Holladay Community Church 
(Congregational) in Salt Lake City 
since its beginning. He was called to 
Salt Lake City in 1953 to establish the 
Holladay Church, which now has more 
than 450 members, a church school 
membership of 1,000 and an annual 
budget of nearly $36,000. 

He served as a Navy chaplain from 
1944 to 1946, with duty in the Philip- 
pines. Before that he was executive 
secretary of the student Y. M. C. A. at 
City College in New York. 

A graduate of Oberlin (Ohio) Col- 
lege, Mr. Cowles received his Bache- 
lor of Divinity and Master of Sacred 
Theology degrees from Union Theolog- 
ical Seminary, New York City. 

Born in Memphis, Tenn., Mr. Cowles 
spent 12 years of his childhood in Chi- 
na, where his father was a secretary 
for the International Committee of the 
Y. M. C. A. He is married and is the 
father of four children.
